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The Giitteraussenring (GAR) is properly only that part of the outer rail encirele- 
ment that sicirts the sourthern boundaries of the city. 4lthouch the ring is 
conplete, the GAR generally reans the atretch of track constructed from Bahnhof 
Teltew at the westerly end to Bahnhof Grtiaau at the easterly terminus. the Line 
is sinvle track and encompanses the stations OUsderf, Lichtenrade, Gross Ziethen 
and Alt-Glienicke bet-een its termini. 

The GAR runs for a distance of 4 kilometers throuch the 0.°* Sector of tha city. 
Thin is a southerly projection of the runici-al boundary of the district called 
GLichtenrade. Takinz the westerly end of the GAN aa soro, the stretch across the 
Lichtenrade tail extends from 5.2 to 9.2 ’m. The actual operational jurisdiction 
of the Bahnhof Lichtenrade extends from 3.10 km to 11.9 km alone the GAR, The area 
of Bahnho? Lichtenrade provides tuo sidinys S00 metem lone and carable 

ot holding a maximum length freight train. It offers the first side-trocking 
Yacility east of Bahnhof Teltow. Further east alone tha GAR, the next overtaking 
possibility is Grosa-Ziet“en which likeyise affords trackage sufficient to accomo~ 
date a full lencth froicht up to 120 axles. Gross-Ziethen, hovever, has only one 
side track, while Lichtenrade has two.

At present the daily lead over the GAR ig about 50 *reieht trains, 6 through 
passenpor trains, 2° shuttle trains between Lichtenra‘tle ani { artinan, and a vary 
in? number of extre trainn. Included in the 6 throu passenrer trains are the 
tuo Soviet nilitary service trains, Del and De2, whieh run daily beteeen the 
Levies neon of Borlir and ¢ iildparie,
